upon him, notwithflanding his monftrons 
height. Kis hair, which hangs in flowing 
ringlets down his flionlders, is of a colour 
like the brlghtefl; gold, and he hath like- 
wife a handlbme beard of the fame Inie. 
His drefs is a large green cap or tiirbani 
which is covered with gold and fparklin? 
diamonds, and a long purple veft, which is 
bound about his middle with a golden air- 
die, very richly ornamented with the fineft 
pearls that could be had : all this, added 
to a blooming, and yet a manly counte- 
nance, which is full of fweetnefs and ma- 
jefly, makes him, in my opinion, one of the 
noble {1 figures I have ever fet my eyes 
upon. At prefent he is very little, if any 
thing, above thirty five years old ; fo that, 
confidering his extenfive knowledge, and 
the many amiable qualities he is poflefled 
of, he may live to be an honour and a blef- 
.fing to the human race, for many years to 
come, notwithfianding his being a giant. 
As to his pedigree, 1 can only inform you 
ihat he is defeended from a very ancient 
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,nd refpe^^'lable family. But I cannot help 
nbferving that, be his pedigree what it will, 
(and without difpute it mufi: be very noble) 
he is far from being proud of it: for he 
jjgjieves txhat it is a very foolifh idle tritk 
fthouc^h many great as well ' as little maf- 
ters and miffes are apt to be guilty of it) 
ro take a pride in honour of our birth ; 
and that, of the two, it is much more cre- 
ditable to overcome the meannefs of our 
defeent by glorious adfions, than to difgrace 
and forfeit the nobility we received from 
our anceftors by a bafe and unwortliy be- 
haviour! O rare Mr. Giant! thou art in- 
deed a very good fort of a man, and a very 
fenfible fellow ! Mr. Newbery, I. b.clieve, 
hatha very fine picture of him, and here 
comes a copy of it.
